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Basic Standards For Local Health Work 


Standards and recommendations for local health 
departments provided the Public Health Assist- 
ance Act (Division Part Chapter the Health 
and Safety Code) have been adopted the State Board 
Public Health the recommendation the Cali- 
fornia Conference Local Health Officers. 

These standards, which are printed below, now be- 
come part the California Administrative Code, Chap- 
ter 3—Local Health Service, subchapter 1—Standards 
for State Aid for Local Health Administration. 

Recommendations addition the standards 
are listed below respective paragraphs small type. 


Article Organization 


1250. Health Officer. The health department 
shall under the direction health officer devoting 
full time official duties and not engaging any type 
private practice medicine. 


1251. Office. The health department shall main- 
tain and operate central office and headquarters 
full-time basis during the normal work week the local 


recommended that every effort made provide 
adequate and suitable office and space for the health depart- 
ment staff, and that this centrally located and easily accessible 
the population served. 


further recommended that health jurisdictions 
covering large area serving large population groups, system 
district health centers and branch clinics developed. 


1252. Clerical Staff. clerical staff 


under proper supervision, adequate meet local needs. 


one clerk every four technical and professional staff members. 


1253. Public Health Nurses. There shall 
health nursing staff under the supervision 
director health nursing and, depending 


the size the staff, such additional supervisors are 
necessary provide effective service. 


recommended that they become available, the ratio 
public health nurses population served not less than one 
nurse for each 5,000 population. school nursing included 
the program the health department, the public health nursing 
staff should not less than one nurse for each 3,500 population. 
both school nursing and bedside nursing care are included 
the health department program, the ratio should not less than 
one nurse for each 2,000 population. 


that qualified personnel become avail- 
able, there not less than one public health nurse supervisor for 
every eight staff nurses. 

1254. Sanitarians. There shall least ade- 
quate staff sanitarians under the supervision 
director sanitation. 


recommended that sanitarians employed the 
ratio not less than one sanitarian each 20,000 population 
major fraction thereof, and that additional sanitarians 
employed unusual local needs strictly public health nature 
require such service. 


1255. Provisional Approval Health Depart- 
ments. The Director Public Health, after thorough 
investigation geographic transportation, 
other conditions, may grant provisional approval 
health departments which serve all the incorporated, 
well the area the county and 
which are under the direction part-time county 
health officer; provided, however, that such counties 
shall have population less than 25,000, deter- 
mined pursuant Section 1101, Chapter Part 
Division the Health and Safety Code. Such health 
departments, however, shall meet all standards estab- 
lished for local health departments the State Board 
Public Health except Section No. 1250 this Article. 
Such provisional approval shall terminate June 30, 
1948, but may renewed annually the discretion 
the Director Public Health June 30, 1950, after 
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which time such provisional approval shall not 
granted. 


that during the period provisional 
approval every effort made the local governing body 
develop plan whereby the services full-time health officer 
may secured, either combination with contiguous counties 
multi-county health unit, the development such other 
administrative plan may mutually agreed upon the local 
governing body and the State Department Public Health. 


Other Recommendations 

recommended that there employed not less than 
one trained Public Health Analyst, and that the statistical work 
the department under his direction. 

recommended that the health education program 
the health department broad scope and correlated with 
the health education activities the school system, other official 
agencies, voluntary agencies, professional organizations and other 
interested groups. 

10. recommended that every health department employ 
least one trained health educator, and that the larger depart- 
ments additional qualified specialists the various fields health 
education employed needed. 

11. that every health department serving 
150,000 more persons employ least one trained and experi- 
enced health engineer, either furnish consultant service 
this field the community charge the environ- 
mental sanitation division the health department. recom- 
mended that departments serving less than 150,000 population, 
with special problems met, employ public health engineers 
necessary meet such problems. 

12. that every health department serving 
150,000 more population employ licensed veterinarian. 


Article 


1275. Duties and Functions. local health de- 
partment, order qualify for funds pursuant 
Division Part Chapter the Health and Safety 
Code, shall perform all the duties and functions 
imposed upon the Health and Safety Code and 
other Statutes the State California, and the 
rules, regulations and orders the California State 
Board Health. 


1276. Basic Services. The health department 
shall offer least the following basic services the 
health jurisdiction which serves: 

(a) Collection, tabulation and analysis all pub- 
statistics, including population data, natality, 
mortality and morbidity records, well evaluation 
service records. 

recommended that the Public Health Analyst 
responsible for: 

Collection and natality, mortality and 
morbidity records. 

Continuous investigation population characteristics 
area being served. 

Continuous statistical appraisal the correlated public 
health programs through analysis and evaluation natality, 
mortality, morbidity and service records, which would include 
reallocation vital statistics place residence according 
accepted standards. 


Maintenance registeries such tuberculosis, handi- 
children, cancer and other chronic diseases. 


(b) planned and organized health education pro- 
gram the community under the direction the health 


officer. 


recommended that the health education program 
the health department correlated with the health education 


activities the school system, the voluntary agencies, and othe 


interested community groups. Within the health department 


this program should include provision for organized and 
ing in-service training for all members the departmental staff, 

Communicable disease control including, ad. 
dition the control the acute communicable 
the control tuberculosis and the venereal 
based provision diagnostic consultative services, 
epidemiological investigation and appropriate preven. 
tive measures for the particular communicable 
hazards the community. 


Availability adequate isolation facilities, specialized cage 
finding programs for tuberculosis and venereal disease, and special 
epidemiological investigations unusual communicable diseases, 
are recommended additional features communicable 
control program. 


(d) Maternal and child health services for least 
the infant and pre-school age group, include child 
health conferences and public health nursing follow-up 
and immunization against smallpox, diphtheria and 
whooping cough for these groups. Prenatal clinic 
ices and public health nursing field visits expectant 
mothers shall offered the community the health 
department unless adequate provision made for these 
services another local agency. 


that the school health service program, 
unless provided within the school system, function the 
health department, and that include preventive medical, well 
dental, nutritional and school nursing services. Where this 


program being carried within the school system every effort 


should made coordinate this with the pre-school program 
the health department insure continuity information and 
service. Where school health service program being carried 
on, recommended that such program fostered the 
health department and that efforts made effect contractual 
other agreement with the school department enable the 
health department conduct such program. recommended 
that coordinating committee composed representatives 
both the school and health administrators established and 
utilized. 

recommended further that crippled children’s services 
provided through the health department and that such services 
include medical supervision, program planning administrative 
staff, adequate case finding procedures, adequate nursing services 
for diagnostic and follow-up assistance, social service and thera- 
services meeting minimum standards established the 
State Department Public Health. 


(e) Services environmental sanitation, include 
least food sanitation, the inspection and regulation 
small water supplies (having 200 less service 
connections), private water supplies, and private sew- 
age and waste disposal. 

recommended that the health department provide 
services for the inspection and regulation the production, 
processing and distribution milk and milk products. 

(f) Public health laboratory services, provided 
either laboratory employing certified public health 
laboratory technicians and operated and administered 
the health department contract other ar- 
rangement with another agency meeting these require- 
ments. 


recommended that each local health department oper- 
ate its own public health laboratory with housing facilities and 
adequate provide approved public health laboratory 
facilities. 
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addition the basic activities required the health 
department, programs meet special needs child health, adult 
health, mental hygiene, vector control rodent control), 
should developed. 


Article Personnel 


1300. Health Officer. The health officer shall 
graduate medical school good standing and 
repute and shall eligible for license practice 
medicine and surgery the State California; pro- 
vided, however, that those health officers full-time 
basis September 19, 1947, shall considered 


meeting the requirements this section. 


recommended that health officers possess the qualifi- 
education and experience established the Committee 
Professional Education the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation. 


1301. Other Personnel. The qualifications 
public health nurses, sanitarians and public health 
laboratory technicians shall conform the specifica- 
tions for these classes established the California 
State Department Public Health, pursuant the 
provisions the Health and Safety Code. 


recommended that public health analysts, public 
health engineers, and health educators and professional and tech- 
nical personnel not covered state law meet those standards 
education and experience set forth the Committee Profes- 
sional Education the American Public Health Association. 


Qualifications public health nurses, laboratory 
technicians, sanitarians, assistant sanitarians, are already estab- 
lished the State Department Public Health conformity 
with the provisions the Health and Safety Code.) 


recommended that the director public health nursing 
public health nurse who has had special training super- 
vision and nursing administration. 


Article Finance 


1325. Use Funds. Funds available local 
health departments under Chapter Division Part 
the Health and Safety Code, may expended for 
personnel, including but not limited new addi- 
tional personnel and adjustments salary existing 
personnel, maintenance and operation, equipment, and 
for capital expenditures. The funds may used only 
augment local appropriations provided for public 
health purposes, through the local public health depart- 
ment, including those functions listed Article but 
not including any the following: 


(a) Medical, hospital and therapeutic care physi- 
handicapped children. 

(b) Maintenance hospitals (including emergency 
hospitals and first aid stations), sanatoria and 
homes. 

Garbage and refuse collection and disposal and 
sewage disposal. 

(d) Street cleaning. 

(e) Inspection building construction. 

Inspection plumbing. 

Maintenance dog animal pounds. 

(h) Inspection cemeteries. 
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1326. Restrictions Matching Funds. For 
matching purposes specified Section 1154 the 
Health and Safety Code, local health departments shall 
not funds for functions listed under subsections 
a-h, Section 1325 above. 


1327. Deposit and Expenditure Funds. The 
governing body each local health department shall 
set ‘‘Special Public Health and all pay- 
ments received from the State the governing body 
shall deposited that fund. money shall ex- 
pended from such fund except for health pur- 
poses accordance with Division Part Chapter 
the Health and Safety Code, and the rules and regu- 
lations adopted the State Board Health 
pursuant thereto. 


1328. Budgetand Program. Local health depart- 
ments shall submit budget each year, showing total 
plan for the expenditure public health funds during 
the year, together with outline the program con- 
templated. The appropriation made support such 
budget also shall reported. 


1329. Reports. Local health departments shall 
report their expenditures, and shall submit reports 
services and operations, upon forms provided for that 
purpose, such times the State Department Pub- 
Health may require.

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Administrative Responsibility for Development School Health 
Service Programs California 


statement policy concerning the administrative 
responsibility for school health services has been signed 
Mr. Roy Simpson, State Superintendent Public 
Instruction, and Dr. Wilton Halverson, State 
tor Public Health. The statement, which follows, 
represents the official policy the two departments and 
recommended for consideration local school and 
health departments. 


Joint Statement 


Both schools and health departments have great 
interest and important contributions make the 
development and strengthening health service pro- 
grams for children school age. The schools have inti- 
mate knowledge the children result daily 
contact and observation and understanding the 
part health services play the total educational experi- 
ence each child. Health departments have knowledge 
the health problems and resources the community 
they affect children all ages and their families. 
Both departments have personnel whose skills are 
needed the solving school health problems. 

The responsibility for the administration school 
health service programs varies states and com- 
munities for various reasons. some areas, particularly 
cities, the schools have taken the leadership; 
others, the health departments have assumed primary 
responsibility. becoming increasingly apparent 
that the degree mutual understanding which exists 
between the two agencies, with the resultant pooling 
the resources both departments, far more important 
the development good program than the matter 
which department has the major administrative 
responsibility. The needless interdepartmental bicker- 
ings and jealousies which have retarded the effective 
functioning school health service programs need 
dissipated the light the modern concept 
school health based cooperation. 

California, provisions the Education and 
the Health and Safety Codes, both the schools and 
health departments have certain responsibilities for the 
health children attending school. This fortunate, 
for means that not only are there legal obstacles 
preventing cooperation between the two departments, 
but the law actually makes cooperation necessary. 


Principle Cooperation Emphasized 


Practically every authoritative statement concern- 
ing school health issued recent years has emphasized 
this fundamental principle cooperation. The revised 


School Health Policies report sponsored the National 
Conference for Cooperation Health Education states 


school system, under whatever 
operates, should have Central Health 
Committee with appropriate representation from 
all schools and from all groups interested schod 
health. the level the Central Health 
where, for example, the city county 
tendent schools and the city county health 
officer meet, the fruitfully cooperative 
between the school system and the health 
can best worked 


another report recently issued the 
concerning the school administrator, physician and 
nurse the school health program, stated that: 


technique thinking together, working 
gether, and planning together develop the best 
plan for united action given program, 
each participant understanding his 
relation the work others can used success 
fully solving school health problems throughout 
the country.’’ 


recent survey was found that states now 


have formal plans for interdepartmental cooperation 
with respect school health programs. the federal 
level there was established last year the nucleus 
organization for cooperative planning for school health 
between the United States Public Health Service, the 
Children’s Bureau and the United States Office 
Education. 

California the Joint Committee School Health, 
composed representatives the staffs the State 
Departments Education and Public Health, has made 
significant progress toward the establishment 
ative planning the state level. All publications deal- 
ing with health the schools are considered the 
committee and are released under the auspices both 
departments. Functions the two departments con- 
cerning nutrition and school lunch programs, special 
progress for handicapped children, school health 
ords, the curriculum health, and many other areas 
have been correlated through the medium the joint 
committee. The work the committee serves 
outstanding example joint planning and cooperation 
for the best interests children throughout the State. 

the hope the two state departments that 
similar joint committees between schools 
health departments will developed and strengthened 
the local level. people come understand one 
another better working together mutual problems, 
the matter which department administers the 
gram will become less important.

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Edward Ross Retires After Years 
Service State 


When plague was rampant San Francisco dur- 
ing 1907 the Public Health and Marine Hospital 
Service assigned one its most able rodent control 
experts duty that city. 

This month, years later, Mr. Edward Ross, 
for many years Chief the Bureau Sanitary 
Inspections, State Department Public Health, 
retiring. 

Practically all Mr. Ross’ professional career has 
been devoted public health work. joined what 
was later called the Health Service 
1898 with quarantine and general sanitation duties. 
has served Californians since 1907 when was assigned 
duty the San Francisco Bay area. 

1914 resigned from the federal agency 
become the first sanitary inspector the history the 
State California. Later organized and became chief 
this department’s Bureau Sanitary Inspections. 

This work California has not gone unnoticed. 
1912 Mr. Ross was called help with rodent sup- 
pressive measures the New Orleans plague outbreak. 
Later helped make rodent surveys New York City 
and Washington, 

Nor were his talents limited field and adminis- 
trative efforts. 1911 the Patent Office issued 


inventors, Edward Ross and Frank Veatch (also 


this department) patent number 995095. This patent 
was for the common spring rat trap which still 
use throughout the world. 

The large scale plague survey program directed 
Mr. Ross since 1927 has given the department reliable 
information the extent and location plague 
tion California. Such information indispensible 
the development intelligent and effective vector 
control program. 


Aviary Owner Victim Psittacosis 


underscore federal restrictions the inter- 
state shipment psittacine birds (California Health, 
July case psittacosis aviary owner was 
reported the State Department Public Health 
recently. 

The illness was reported from Monterey County. 
Source infection believed psittacine intro- 
duced into her group from strain Pasadena, birds 
which were subsequently shown positive for 
the disease laboratory tests.

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Department Analysts Study Problem 
Population Estimates 


The difficulties involved the use varying popu- 
lation estimates for the caleulation California mor- 
bidity and mortality rates have been resolved some 
extent the work committee analyists the 
State Department Public Health who were asked 
tackle the problem. 

For the present, the department will use population 
bases for the rates the 
committee and stated below: 


Crude birth rates—Estimates resident civilian 
population California made the Bureau the 
Census. These rates could used crude measures 
fertility and would roughly comparable crude 
birth rates for other states based resident civilian 
population. 


Crude death rates and cause-specific death rates— 
Estimates total population within the State made 
the Bureau Census. These rates would give coarse 
measure the proportionate decrease caused death 
the population. 


Morbidity rates—Civilian resident population esti- 
mates made the Bureau the Census since the num- 
ber reported cases particular diseases are those 
reported among civilians. 


County rates—At present, rates should 
lated for counties since population estimates compar- 
able with those made the Bureau the Census for 
the State are not available for counties. 


City rates—Special census population figures with 
interpopulation. Rates should for only 
those years which special census was made.

1945 may found the following publication

Estimates state population July 1946, 
were made the Bureau the Census and released 
Series P-25, No. August 15, 1947.
